Councilman Bartholomew moved that the application bo grunted, subject to the approval of the Lake

A group of clUsions residing in the 10-mlla area around Austin came before the Council and

registered a protest against tho light rates, alleging failure on tho part of tho City to grant

tho light rate reduction scheduled for this year, and asking that they bo put on the CRA service.

Wi Si Soaholm, Superintendent of Utilities, was then instructed to malco a study of tho matter

to see what tho difference in dollars and cents Is between tho City and tho CRA rates In the

10-mile area.

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upon tho boat records we h&vo at hand, and that the minimum depth stated dooo not have any refer-

ence to the fact that grantor doptho may not bo required at special points. When the Texan Public

Sorvlco Company requires definite information upon tho ground an to elevations or working points

from which to baoe the location of their assignments, they shall apply to tho City Engineering

• Department not leas than three (3) dnya before such information IB required. Tho Texas Public

Service Company la further put upon notice that they will bo required to bear tho expense of

repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of llnon named in

thla reeolutlon.

AltD THAT whenever pavement is cut In tho vicinity of a flx*e plug, water muat bo used at inter-

vals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and- laying of eald'gao mains, Including tho excavation in tho streeto and the

restoration and maintenance of said stroeto after said Mains have been laid, shall be under the

supervision and direction of tho City Manager, and undoz* all -the pertinent terms and conditions

of the certain franchise granted to said Company by the City of Austin*
